Bartlett and Crew Receive 
Ovation on Completing U.S.- 
Panama Flight. 


EBERLE PRAISES FLIERS 


Colon, Panama, Nov. 26 (By A. P.). 
The United States naval plane PN-10 
No. 2 arrived at the Coco Solo station 
here at about 5:30 p. m. today from 
the Isle of Pines. Lieut. Comdr. Bart- 
lett, pilot and the members of the 
crew were given a great ovation when 
they landed. 

Commander Bartlett announced the 
flight proved the feasibility of get- 
ting planes from the United States to 
the Canal Zone quickly under all con- 
ditions. He said he would have made 
the destination without difficulty only 
for a shortage of lubricating oil while 
over the Isle of Pines, which com- 
pelled him to stop there. The plane 
was attempting a nonstop flight from 
Norfolk, Va., to Colon. 

Commander’ Bartlett’s crew was 
made up of Lieuts. H. C. Rodd and C. 
H. Schildhauer and Machinist’s Mate 
Charles J, Sutter. 

Commander Bartlett reported to the 
Navy Department that “everything 
functioned well from Norfolk to Pana: 
ma, except that lubricating oil con- 
sumption was too high.” The radia 
was “exceptional,” he said. 

This was the first offfcial report on 
the behavior of the two PN-10 planes 
since they left Norfolk, Va., Tuesday 
afternoon on anh attempted nonstop 
flight to Colon to try for a new distance 
record for this type of seaplane and 
to demonstrate its scouting ability. 
Both planes came to grief, however, 


the PN-10 No. 2 after exhausting its

Memphis, Tenn., Nov. 26 (By A. P.). 
Groping through a tangled mass of 
debris left in the wake of a windstorm 
which swept in from the Northwest, 
six Southern and Southwestern States 
tonight counted a toll of 80 dead and 
approximatley 200 injured. 

Property damages were estimated at 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. 

After snaking its way through the 
Ozark mountains the storm struck 
with its greatest fury near the Ozark 
foothills late yesterday and _ swirled 
through the town of Heber Springs, 
Ark. Then it twisted across inot Mis- 
souri with the proportions and charac- 
teristics of a midfall tornado, dipped 
into half a dozen Arkansas counties 
and into Louisiana, whence it veered 
to the east, into Mississippi, and then 
into Tennessee and Alabama. 

In Texas the disturbance whipped up 
a sandstorm which took one life and 
caused extensive property damage ant 
Lubberek county. 

Heber Springs suffered most. Halt 
of the town was left in ruins and 
about the town 21 persons were killed 
and 50 injured. Quitman, Greenbrier, 
Guy, Pearson, Wilburn, Enders and 
Tyler, suburbs of Heber Springs, were 
among the villages which suffered 108.5 
of life and property. 

Brandsville, Competition and Big 
Piney bore the brunt of the wind’s 


whirl into Missouri, while in Arkansas, 
Conway, Grant, Cleburne, Jackson, Jef- 
ferson and Yell counties paid a death 
toll. : 

The oil and gas fields in Claiborne 
and Morehouse parishes and farming 
sections about Mer Rouge and Haynes- 
ville were hardest hit in Louisiana. In 
Mississippi plantations were damaged 
near Marks, in Quitman county. 

Early today the storm passed into 

Tennessee and caused minor property 
damage about the town of Smyrna.

Legal Field Day Court.

The integrity of the government’s

officers,” Secretary of the Treasury 
Mellon declared in a brief filed in the 
District Court of Appeals yesterday in 
connection with the $500,000 libel suit 
filed against him sometime ago by 
Charles B. Brewer. 

The suit was an outgrowth of the 
publication of a letter written by Sec- 
retary Mellon in which Brewer was 
sharply criticized in connection with 
his activities in the sensational charges 
of duplication of millions of dollars in 
government bonds. 

Secretary Mellon, through his at- 
torney, Frank Hogan, asked the Court 
of Appeals to rule the lower court in 
error because it first dismissed the 
Brewer suit and later set this action 
aside and put the suit back in its 
original status.

Gov. Pierce Says Drvys Fail. 
Salem, Oreg., Nov. 26 (By A. P.).- 
Constitutional prohibition is a failure 
and the “wet” days are returning, says 
Gov. Walter M. Pierce, long known as 
an ardent dry worker,’ in an interview 
in the Capital Journal today. The 
Oregon executive, who will retire Jan- 
uary 9, after serving for four years, 
summed up .his opinions of prohibi- 
tion enforcement and other govern- 
mental problems, and wound up by as- 
serting that no man who follows the 
dictates of his conscience and says what 
he honestly believes regarding the con- 
duct of public office can be reelected. 
Declaring that prohibition by legis- 
lation has not accomplished the re- 
sults expected of it, and that the “wet” 
days are returning, “if not actually 
here,” Pierce declared that “we must 

go back and start all over again.” 

“Go into the schools, the Sunday 
schools and wherever else we can gain 
access to the formulating minds of the 
coming generations and teach the ef- 
fects of alcohol upon the bone, the 
muscle and the sinew of the human 
body. We can not legislate people 
into being moral and temperate,” he 
said. 

Gov. Pierce attracted attention some 
time ago when he declared that “a 
men’s home is no longer his castle.”

NO LAWYERS ARGUE 


Jurors Seek Barber Shop 
Chord in Seclusion as Coun- 
sel Drone Precedents. 


BURDEN NOW SHIFTED 
TO PRESIDING JUSTICE 
Legal Axioms and Maxims of 
Half Century Cited by 
Contending Counsel. 


By NORMAN W. BAXTER. 

Ghostly rather than material wit- 
nesses, law books instead of persons, 
had their day in court vesterday wnuere 
Albert B. Fall and Edward L. Doheny 
have been called to the bar to answer 
to a charge of conspiracy. 

And at the end of three hours, dur- 
ing which attorneys both for the gov- 
ernment and the defense had discussed 
-—after the manner of a classroom eX- 
position—the admissibility of state- 
ments which the two defendants had 
made or submitted to the Senate pub- 
lic lands committee, Justice Hoehling 
reserved decision until Monday morn- 
ing. 

The jury was not, permitted to be a 
party to this transformation of a court- 
room into a lecture hall Its members 
may hear evidence, but not the struc- 
ture which lawyers and judges build 
up and which decides what evidence 
shall be, so the dozen “peers’’ of the 
two accused men passed yesterday in 
their temporary home, attempting 
rather unsuccessfully to find the key 
and combination of a “barber shop” 
quartet. Just before court adjourned 
they filed into court to be told, with 
unconscious irony, that they would be 
excused until Monday morning, a dis- 
pensation which enabled them to 
march right back to the single room 
in the courthouse which is both home 
and haven to them. 


Legal Point Without Precedent. 


Counsel in the case, a large delega- 
tion from the District bar, a score of 
newspaper men and as many specta- 
tors as could get into the congested 
quarters of the court, were parties, 
however, to the voyage of discovery 
which the opposing lawyers made over 
an uncharted legal sea, for the point 
upon which the court has been asked 
to rule is one of the few in the laws 
of this country on which there is no 
precedent. Considering the fact that 
the statute, which the prosecution in- 
sists does not bar the use of the Fall 
and Doheny statements as_ evidence, 
and which the defense insists with 
equal vehemence prevents their use 
in any court or any criminal action, 
is more than half a century old—the 
lack of an earlier ruling is in itself 
astonishing. 

The burden of the day was, there- 
fore, in 
fendants and passed to Justice Hoeh- 
ling, who must be the first to give the 
course by which others will steer, if 
need arises, in future years. He wants 
and any juris¢ 
the law that his decision will be up- 
held by the higher courts and in an 
effort to do just this he decided to 
take the week-end to study the facts 
that rival attorneys placed _ before 
him. 


Argument Covers Wide Field. 

There is virtually no limit to the 
field upon which the presiding judge 
may draw, cxcept always for the fact 
that no direct precedent exists, since 
argument of counsel ranged from the 
fifth amendment to the Constitution, 
through the revised statutes, the Fed- 
eral Reporter, Wigmore, down to even 
lesser lights, who at some time or 
other in the dim and nearer past dealt 
with the rights of witnesses or the 
law of evidence. 

This fund of knowledge, offered to 
the bench with the air of extreme cour- 
tesy and reverence which always char- 
acterizes the manner of an attorney 
toward a judge, was delivered in as 
many forms and fashions as the men 
who presented the advice. 

The array of counsel, within the bar 
of the court, was deeply engrossed. As 
much so as the two defendants, one of 
whom, Albert B. Fall, observed during 
the day the sixty-fifth anniversary of 
his birth. 

They and the rest of those whose 
feeling in the matter was less intimate 
weighed. in a private mental balance 
ihe contentions that were made and 
arrived at conclusions that do not mat- 
ter since only Justice Hoehling’s will. 


Roberts Precise in Manner. 


There was throughout the air of the 
classroom a note that was struck by 
Owen J. Roberts, of government coun- 
sel, when he opened discussion of the 
point at issue and that was sustained 
by the three opponents in law who fol- 
lowed him. 

The schoolmasterly role becomes Mr. 
Roberts. Precise, exact and almost pe- 
dantic in both appearance and manner 
of address he placed before the court, 
with a Jack of emotion almost amazing, 
the government’s contention. 

The question for the court to decide 
is whether the defendants’ statements 
before a congressional gommittee can 
be _— egainst them in the present 
trial. 

Mr. Roberts, so he told the court, be- 
lieves that they can, due to the fact 
that in the case of both Mr. Fall and 
Mr. Doheny what they had to say was 
voluntary and not under compulsion. 
Carefully and punctiliously as is his 
wont, Mr. Roberts made his points; 
that Mr. Doheny had through Gavin 
McNab, his attorney, requested a meet- 
ing of the Senate committee and at 
‘that meeting said that he wished the 
committee and public to know his side 
of the case. 

“If that was Mr. Doheny’s intention,” 
asked Mr. Roberts, in the abstract way 
that he has, “is there a bar up now 
against your honor and these twelve 
men being told the same thing?” 


Numerous Cases €ited. 


Mr. Roberts contended further that 
the construction which the defense 
placed on the statute had never applied 
to voluntary testimony and _  inter- 
spersed his remarks with numerous 
citations of cases that he believed to 
be in point. 

It was his insistance that immunity 
could not be conferred helter-skelter 
and a man be crowned with it without 
his desire, but that it was given as a 
quid pro quo by the government for 
something that it desired in return and 
must be claimed. Otherwise, said Mr. 
Roberts, immunity would be conferred 
on any person rushing before a con- 
gressional body voluntarily and the law 
so reach an end never intended. 

' The scholarly role that Mr. Roberts 
had filled suited Frank J. Hogan, first 
, of defense counsel to reply to the gov- 

ernment’s position just as well. Slight- 
est physically of all those in this legal 
array, Mr. Hogan was as much at home 
as a ant as he has proved himself 
in other forms of expression. 

“Was Doheny a witness?” he asked. 
“Did he testify?” and answering yes to

If 
all testimony offered before a commit- 
tee of Congress entitled the witness to 
immunity, Roberts continued, any per- 
son could ask to appear before such a 
committee and gain immunity by the 
simple expedient of making a state- | 
ment. | 


Hogan Emphasizes Plain Words. | 


Hogan sought to offset the effect of | 
Roberts’ impressive argument by em- | 
phasizing the plain wording and un-. 
mistakable meaning of Section 859. It 
was not a question of what kind of wit- 
ness appeared before either house of 
Congress, or what kind of testimony | 
they offered, Hogan declared. 

“What is there ambiguous about that 
language?”’ said Hogan. “Was Mr. 


Doheny a witness? I would like to see 
some authority that says he was not 
Was he sworn, and if so, as what if not 
as a witness? Did he give testimony? 
What else can these learned senatorial 
committees call it? Was his testimony 
not resumed from time to time? Is a 
witness who comes into this court to- 
day, and counsel opining that they have 
exhausted his source of information, 
and excuse him, and he is brought back 
here tomorrow, or next week, not still 
a witness? 

“The statute under which we are 
trying this case today,” said Mr. Ho- 
gan, “provides that in any criminal 
case a defendant, at his own request, 
but not otherwise, may testify—at his 
own request but not otherwise—may 
become a competent witness—and has 
nothing to do with the fifth amend-. 
ment. It is a means of removing the. 
common law incompetency and mak- | 
ing @ man competent when and only, 
and exclusively when, he at his own 
request makes himself competent. 


Like Any Other Witness. 


“Mr. Roberts read from several de- 
cisions this morning. They are all 
alike, but the Powers case is a good | 
illustration.

Fall and the loan of $100,000, was im- 
mune under the statute, Mr. Hogan 
said that although it was true that 
Mr. Doheny was not subpenaed on that 
date, his testimony was a continuation 
of that of January 3 of the same year, 
when he had been called, and that he 
was in every sense a witness and what 
he said was in every way evidence inad- 
missible in the present trial. 

Mr. Hogan pleaded also for Mr. Fall, 
and for this defendant said that the 
request of the chairman of the com- 
mittee was as effective as a summons 
or subpena. 

“We are not claiming immunity for 
Mr. Doheny,” said Mr. Hogan. “What 
we are claiming is that nothing any 
man has said before a congressional 
committee can be used against him if 


the law means what it says and is not 
a trap.” . 


Presents Added Cortentions. 


Having set up these points in con- 
trast to those of his opponent, Mr. 
Hogan, é@till in his professorial way, set 
up three more contentions for the de- 
fense; that the prosecution was at- 
tempting to bring into the case mat- 
ters that had taken place after the 
time of the alleged conspiracy, as set 
forth in the indictment; that in 
so doing the government was disregard- 
ing the theories of “order of proof” 
that should be followed, and that if 
the documents in question were admis- 
sible they would not become so until 
the government had established a prima 
facie case of conspiracy. 

“This matter ought ‘not to be sub- 
mitted at all,” said Mr, Hogan, with all 
the finality of a’ class lecturer, “but 
most certainly not now, before any evi- 
dence of conspiracy has been intro- 
duced.” ; i 
y the time Mr. Hogan had com- 
pleted his exposition of the facts as he 
saw them, the number of citations had 
doubled, and the end wes not yet, for 
Wilton J. Lambert, counsel for 
Doheny, wished, too, to be heard on the 
intricacies of a point which has as yet 
been brought to the attention of no 
other co for decision.

Justice Butler Quoted.

Court Delays Decision.\ 


There remained but one step before 
the matter reverted to Justice Hoehl- 
ing, and it was intrusted again to Mr. 
Roberts, who, with a more scholarly 
air than ever, insisted that the only 
problem was the true meaning of the 
statute. He contended that if there 
was any trap in the law it was created 
by the witness and not the statute in 
@ case where a man says “I want the 
world to hear my story and then de- 
nies the same circumstances to a judge 
and jury.” 

As for the order of the proof, that, 
Mr. Roberts said, the government was 
seeking to present only in a logical 
way under the court’s direction and 
guidance.

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A FILTHY AND VICIOUS BOOK. oy 


In the examination of talesmen in the Do- 
heny-Fall case of them ‘were asked 
whether they had read a book called ‘*Rev- 
elry.’”’” The evident purpose of the attorneys 
was to excuse talesmen from the jury if they 
had read the book, on account of its false 
and scandalous allusion to President Harding 
and members of his cabinet, under thinly 
veiled aliases. The book, if read by persons 
unacquainted with the late President, might 
easily arouse such prejudice against him and 
his administration that it would disqualify 
the reader from serving upon a jury. 

Public condemnation of this scurrilous pub- 
lication has been quite general. Among other 
newspapers which urge the publishers to per- 
form their plain duty in suppressing the vol- 
ume is the New York World, which certainly 
could not be classed as a partisan of the late 
President. 

The writer of this so-called novel prostitutes 
his reputation for the sake of gaining a few 
dollars by befouling the character of President 
Harding. Cabinet members and senators are 
included in the list of criminals whose in- 
credibly base intrigues are set forth in the 
volume. A mixture of fiction is interpolated, 
apparently for the purpose of affording the 
author a defense if he should be charged with 
slandering characters in real life. But the 
meaning and intent of the novel are’ plain. 
The object was to produce a work purporting 
to be fiction, and then to inject a mass of 
beastliness, crime, vulgarity and blasphemy 
as a true picture of conditions in Washington. 

The astonishing thing is that reputable pub- 
lishers could be found to publish such a book. 
It is false, indecent, and obscene. Its pub- 
lishers must have known that it was con- 
cocted by a sensational scandalmonger who

“hoped to reap profit by besmirching the repu- 


tation cf the late President. . The withdrawal 
of the voiume from circulation would be a 
tardy and inadequate mark of sincerity on 
the part of the publishers; and if not with- 
drawn, they will naturally come in for the 
condemnation that is now being leveled at 
the author. 


TEST OF THE TRAFFIC LAW. 


The right of Congress to authorize and the 
District government to designate various ar- 
terial highways from which slow moving traf- 
fic is barred will soon be established one way 
or the other by the Court of Appeals. Some 
time ago the driver of a solid-tired truck 
was arrested by the police while on Sixteenth 
street. In traffic court he was assessed a fine 
of $10 from which he appealed. 
torneys contend that should the fine be up- 
held it would constitute a total prohibition 
and:could be followed by regulations barring 
trucks from any and all streets in the District. 
The corporation counsel, on the other hand, 
contends that the matter falls under the cate- 
gory of regulation rather than prohibition, and 
that the interests of the majority demand reg- 
ulation under certain circumstances. 

From the legal aspect this disputed point is 
interesting. At first glance it would seem that 
either contention is equally meritorious. It is 
possible that the traffic court judge who as- 
sessed the original fine may be _ reversed, 
despite the fact that such reversal would in all 
probability serve only to delay until such time 
as a differently worded regulatory measure 
could be drawn up and passed. 

Other cities have had similar problems, for 
when a community begins to spread over large 
areas and the population growth transforms it 
from a small town to a metropolitan area, in- 
variably there develops the necessity of mov- 
ing large numbers of vehicles from a compara- 
tively small congested zone within a brief time 
period. The usual solution has been to bar 
slow moving vehicles from certain streets, or 
even from certain entire sections, so that light, 
fast-moving vehicles will have nothing to hin- 
der their progress. There are few if any cities 
of the size of Washington which are not en- 
forcing such regulations at the present time. 
Since Sixteenth street is one of the main out- 

lets to the entire northwest section of the city 
it must be made safe for high speed traffic. 


THE COTTON EMERGENCY. 


If the cotton planter of the South is not 
aided materially in his efforts to avoid selling 
his crop at ruinous prices it will not be the 
fault of enterprising business men of that sec- 
tion of the country. The ancient custom of 
‘bartering’’ has been revived, and thousands 
of bales of cotton have been disposed of 
through this method at prices that have 
brought the producer, if not a big, at least a 
satisfactory profit. In dealing with the cotton 
situation the farmers and the business men of 


the South have given an exhibition of team 


work that is highly commendable. 

‘Several. automobile agencies, at least one 
educational institution, and a number of real 
estate men in and around Atlanta advertised 
that they would exchange their products for 


eotton at from 2 to 6 cents above the pre- 


vailing market price. This opens the way to 
the farmer’s son who desires to go to college 
rithout entailing sacrifice on the part of the

cars, and possibilities of successful ventures in 
real estate are presented. Other lines of busi- 
ness activity may take the hint and extend the 
present field of barter and help out the situ- 
ation. The busines men who inaugurated this 
“new’’ system of purchasing cotton have ex- 
pressed their belief in higher prices, and many 
of them gay they will hold indefinitely the cot- 
ton they acquire through an exchange of com- 
modities. This is a patriotic attitude and in- 
sures that this cotton will not be thrown on 
the market to aid in battering down prices still 
further. Cotton remains king; he may tremble 
on his throne now and then, but he has never 
yet, and probably never will, tumble to a com- 
plete fall. 


SENATOR CAPPER’S VIEWS. 


Senator Capper, of Kansas, has just returned 


from his State with revised and laté views on 


the farm situation. He is of the opinion that 
the middle West and the South will be power- 
ful factors in the coming session of Congress, 
and wiil unite in.a demand for some sort of 
law patterned after the rejected McNary-Hau- 
gen bill. 

He says that Congress should create as soon 
as possible a Federal marketing board ‘‘to en- 
able the farmers to control and manage excess 
supplies of crops at their own expense so as to 
secure cost of production with a reasonable 
profit.’’ He calls attention to the fact that 
while the average prices of nonagricultural 
commodities have. advanced slightly during the 
last two m&nths, the average prices of agricul- 
tural products have declined within a fraction 
of the low level of 1921. 

The Kansas senator extracts a suggestion 
from the prevailing high price of potatoes, due 
entirely to restricted acreage and production. 
He asks why this could not be applied to other 
farm commodities? In this connection, he says 
he is opposed to the government reclamation 
of any more arid land until more acreage is 
needed to supply more food for the people. The 
suggestion is that there is too much of many 
kinds of food. 

Senator Capper is heartily in favor of a con- 
tinuance of the present import duty on sugar, 
for the reason that many farmers are finding 
in sugar beets a crop that is bringing in profit- 
able returns. He says that if the present im- 
port duty on sugar is lowered the American 
beet sugar industry will be ruined; and the 
American consumers of sugar will be bled just 
as the foreign monopolists of rubber are bleed- 
ing the American consumers. 

The views of the Kansas senator have much 
weight, since he was and is one of the leaders 
of the so-called ‘farm bloc’’ in the Senate. 
Doubtless the Republicans will rely much upon 
Mr. Capper to hold back some of the radical 
views from the middle West, which are calcu- 
lated to do more harm than good. 


EINSTEIN AND HOG PRICES. 


The old-fashioned tiller of the soil who Was 
contented to plow, harrow and reap and to de- 
pend upon the weather and the demand for his 
products, never had the advantages which are 
enjoyed by his successor of the twentieth cen- 
tury, and especially of the present decade, 
through the aid given him by the Department 
of Agriculture. 

Take hogs for instance. Never until now 
has the hog raiser, or his colleague, the Pig 
Lady of New Jersey, been able to estimate with 
any assurance of accuracy, the price of pork at 
a given day in the future. But at last a very 
simple system has been worked out by Messrs. 
C. C. Haas and Mordecai Ezekiel, of the bu- 
reau of agricultural economics. Department 
Bulletin No. 1440, which consists of 72 pages, 
including the cover, should be obtained by 
every man who ever fed a bucket of swill or a 
peck of corn to a shoat, because.a careful study 
of that publication will enable the reader to 
know to a certainty exactly what the price of 
pork will be. 

That the valuable pamphlet is not the hasty 
conclusion of two scientists anxious for the 
clock to mark quitting time, is evident from 
the ‘‘literature cited.’’ Nearly two pages of 
reference titles are given, and there are sub- 
titles sufficient to supply a ten-reel scenario. 
They are accompanied by no fewer than 
graphs, charts and price curves as easy to 
solve as the fifth problem of the first book of 
Euclid, which is so simple—when you know 
how—that it has been called for more than a 
hundred years the ‘‘pons asinorum,’’ and every 
farmer knows what that means. 

How easy is the method for accurately 
guessing the price of pork next June can ‘be 
understood when it is realized that in prepar- 
ing the report ‘‘a statement of the demand 
curve and the trend of the demand was ob- 
tained by a multiple correlation stutly of the 
relation of supply to price for the period 1907 
to June 1914.’’ Then taking eleven factors 
and ‘“‘correlating the factors thus stated, a mul- 
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tiple correlation of the hog prices with the ten _ 


other factors of R. equals 0.936 was obtained.”’ 
Then, ‘correcting this to take account of the 
fact that 10 constants were determined with 
only 90 observations, the true multiple cor- 
relation is reduced to 0.928.’’ 

All that is needed, therefore, to enable 
Farmer Hodge to know exactly what Swift, 
Armour, or any of the big five will pay him for 
his hogs is a thorough knowledge of loga- 
rithms, Euclid, the rule of three and the Ein- 
stein theory. But he must be mighty careful 
‘to watch the moon. Killing should be per- 
formed only in ‘“‘the dark’’ of that planet, to 
avoid shrinkage in pork and prices, 


THE IMPORTANCE OF A COMMA. 


The meaning and implication of important 
legal documents, and even of far-reaching 
legislative enactments, have occasionally been 
affected by the insertion or omission of so in- 
significant looking a thing as a comma, and 
now it appears that the great constitutional 
change in the British empire, as so deftly con- 
noted in the new title of King George, is caus- 
ing considerable perturbation in the minds of 
a certain section of his majesty’s subjects, be- 
cause of the empjoyment of a comma instead 
of a conjunction.

They also profess 
to fear that, backed by this implication or sug- 
gestion, the Free State would encroach on the 
rights of Northern Ireland and thus threaten 
its independence. 

So acute was this feeling that a meeting of 
the Ulster cabinet, called to consider the whole 
question, sent the prime minister and other 
officials in hot haste to London to present their 
views to the authorities there. The anxiety of 
the deputation was somewhat allayed by the 
assurance of the home secretary, Sir William 
Joynson-Hicks, that the proposed title has geo- 
graphical significance only, and not political, 
and that all suggestions that it gives ‘‘the gov. 
ernment of the Free State authority to take ac- 
tion for the whole of Ireland, including North- 
ern Ireland, are entirely groundless.”’ 

The assurance is all right, so far as it goes, 
and squares with the facts, but there is no de- 
nying that the phraseology of the title is in it- 
self ambiguous and may lead at some future 
time to unpleasantness. There is no getting 
behind the fact that, irrespective of political 
divisions, lreland is still Ireland. 


WHAT AMERICANS TELL EUROPE, 

Two lines of thought, bearing upon the pay- 
ment of war debts, were voiced by dis- 
tinguished Americans in Europe in connection 
with Thanksgiving festivities. Ambassador 
Schurman, speaking at a dinner in Berlin, told 
Europeans that American tourists were pro- 
viding the funds with which to liquidate 
foreign obligations to this country. In Paris, 
the Rey. Dr. Joseph Wilson Cochran, rector of 
the American church, addressing a large con- 
gregation of his countrymen, severely de- 
nounced what.he characterized as the ‘‘France 
must pay” sentiment existing in the United 
States. The Ambassador’s talk, had it been 
made within reach of French ears, would have 
been far more helpful in clearing up misunder- 
Standings than the ill-considered statements of 
the American rector, who, because of his long 
years of residence abroad, seems to be unable 
to grasp the American point of view. 

American tourists, Mr. Schurman declared, 
leit $1,000,000,000 each year in Europe, 
and after explaining that the United States had 
shown its willingness to accept 40 cents on 
the dollar, pointed out that within a period of 
seven years the entire European war debt could 
be funded with American money spent in the 
debtor countries. As soon as Europe begins to 
realize these facts, and that the money wWas 
loaned by the people of the United States and 
not its government, the view of the Ambassa- 
dor that a different attitude will be assumed 
on the debt question seems sound. Those na- 
tions that have been complaining because this 
country seeks an adjustment of the obligations 
of its creditors ought to be well pleased that 
Americans are virtually paying the debt by 
spending money in travel and purchases. 

Dr. Cochran’s eloquence may have been in- 
duced by the fact that among his auditors were 
a number of distinguished representatives of 
the French government, but he served both 
France and the United States poorly in stirring 
That 
question is settled, so far as the American peo- 
ple are concerned, and yet this distinguished 
divine asserted he could no longer Sing “My 
Country ’Tis of Thee,” if the stars:in the flag 
were to be “turned into dollar marks’’ and the 
‘‘stripes to yellow.’”’ Press dispatches say that 
his appeal for debt cancellation ‘“‘made a deep 
impression.’”’ Under the circumstances this, 
perhaps, was natural. Dr. Cochran has done 
more harm to the French people than to the 
people of the United States by his utterances. 
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PERPETUAL MOTION, 


Some of the old-timers in the patent office 
can tell within a few thousand just how many 
applications have been filed in that office for 
letters patent on “perpetual motion devices.” 
The list of names of sich supposed discoverers 
of the undiscoverable would fill many pages, 
but not a single one of the methods for har- 
nessing the power of motion has ever been re- 
garded as patentable by the examiners. 

From time to time men have believed in the 
enthusiastic promises of these inventors to the 
extent of supplying funds in large amounts for 
the ostensible purpose of ‘“‘perfecting the de- 
vice.” The most notable instance was that 
of the “Keeley motor,” in which gullible in- 
vestors sank many thousands of dollars. That 
was shortly after the discovery of the means 
of transmitting speech over a wire and about 
the time that the first electric light was flashed 
in Washington. The Keeley motor disappeared, 
and self-propelling machinery has not been no- 
ticed to any great extent for more than a quar- 
ter of a century. 

Now comes a report which on its face ap- 
pears to prove to the nonscientific mind that 
perpetual motion can be produced. A dam is 
being constructed in Yorkshire, England. The 
stone for building the dam is obtained from a 
quarry 800 feet above the dam site. The cars 
which carry the stone to the workmen below 
run down by gravity. They are returned to 
the quarry by electrical energy developed 
through generators attached by belts to the car 
axles, and the energy also supplies the power 
needet. to arill the rock in the quarry; and 
there you have those cars developing their 
Owa power without any fuel whatever. 

Just as soon as some one finds a way to 
make those cars load themselves with the rock 
which their own power has drilled, thereby 
furnishing the necessary weight which, com- 
bined with the motion, generates the electric 
current, that problem, so puzzling to the in- 
ventive genius of the Yankee, will be solved 
and we shall have “perpetual motion,” at least 
in the village of Nidderdale, Yorkshire.

November 9 the case 
was heard before the State supreme 
court.

H. Ingram, handed the task Over, how-

servers say “Navy Bill” has turned out 
the greatest fighting unit the Middies 
have developed on the gridiron in re- 
cent years. 


“Fight will win,” has been Coach 
Ingram’s slogan. He insists always 
that his team play the best football 
it knows—and by individual in- 
Struction he makes sure that its 
knowledge is broad and practical 
-~—but in the final analysis he be- 
lieves that the team Which can 
muster the greatest fighting power 
Will not be beaten. 


Perhaps from his earlier association 
with the taciturn Gil Dobie—as an en- 
sign ‘‘Navy Bill” was assistant to Dobie 
when the latter was the Navy mentor 
in 1919—Coach Ingram preserves an 
Outward pessimism regarding the pros- 
pects of his team. Enthusiastic expres- 
sions, at least for publication, rarely 
pass his lips. 

His thoughts are his Own, and even 
his order of battle ordinarily semains a 
mystery until the team trots on the 
field. He has never this year placed a 
line-up into a Bame which had been 
correctly predicted in advance. 

“Navy Bill” is the youngest of three 
brothers, all of whom were among the 
greatest football and crew men the 
Naval Academy ever knew. The third 
brother, Homer L., now is dead. 

In addition to his brilliant exploits 
on academy Blevens and crews “Navy 
Bill” was president of his class for four 


years. He also won the Navy Depart- 
ment sword as the best athlete of his 
Class and the Thompson cup for havin 
done the most in promoting athletics at 
the academy. 


In 1921 “Navy BIL’ resigned his 
commission to become head coach 
at William and Mary. He went to ° 
the Univergity of ladiana as head 
coach, remaining three years—until 


p, 13-13| 


the navy claimed him again. 


Himself a 200-pounder, with a mili- 


tary bearing that made him cadet com- 
mander in his last year at the acad- 
emy, “Navy Bill” is an imposing figure, 
even when he stalks among his own 
squad, in which 200-pounders are no 
novelty. He carries the Navy's “do or 
die” spirit to the football bench. 

Jones, a native of Washington, D. C., 
began his football career at Washington 
Central High school in 1911 and 1912, 
achieving the distinction of selection 
as all-scholastic guard in that section. 

He entered West Point as a cadet in 
1914, and after brilliant play during 
the seasons of 1915 and 1916, was 
elected captain of the team. Early 
graduation of his class as a result of 
the war prevented him from serving 
in that capacity, however. \ 

He returned to the famous plateau 
above the Hudson river in 1921, serving 
as line coach under Coaches Daly and 
McEwan until his selection as head 
coach at the close of the 1926 cam- 


paign.

Banks and Postoffice Cooper- 
ate in Annual Appeal for 
Early Shopping. 


MAILING INSTRUCTIONS 
ARE GIVEN BY MOONEY 


Greeting Cards for Local De- 
livery Must Be Posted Be- 
fore December 21. 


The annual Christmas shopping sea- 
son was inaugurated formally in Wash- 
ington yesterday when the _ stores 
Placed their complete holiday stocks of 
merchandise on display. With stores, 
banks and the city postoffice cooperat- 
ing in the annual appeal for early 
shopping, it is expected that the shop- 
ping peak will be moved forward at 
least one week. 

An impetus to early shopping will 
be given by the 26 local banks that 
will distribute $5,544,000 in Christmas 
savings to 72,000 depositors next Wed- 
nesday—the day following pay day in 
the government departments. The 
stores are preparing for the most pros- 
perous yuletide business in their his- 
tory. It is expected that by next Wed- 
nesday shopping will be well under 
way. 

Three of the larger department stores 
yesterday placed their extra holiday 
sales clerks behind the counters and 
other stores will do likewise next week. 
While yesterday's business did not 
justify the addition of the extra clerks, 
mangers pointed out that new clerks 
must have a few days’ experience in 
order to obtain the training necessary 
for waiting on large crowds. 

Instructions to Homes. 

City Postmaster W. M. Mooney yes- 
terday released 75,000 copies of instruc- 
‘tions for preparing packages for the 
mails and Washington mailing sched- 
ules for the entire country. Copies 
of the instructions and schedules were 
distributed to all teachers and pupils 
in the public schools. 

“Early mailing reduces confusion in 
your home just prior to Christmas, in- 
sures prompt and safe delivery of your 
parcels and eliminates congestion in 
postoffices,"” Mr. Mooney said in his 
circular. He estimated that the city 
postoffice would handle 5,000,000 
Christmas cards during the several days 
before Christmas. 

Greeting cards should be mailed on 
or before December 21 to insure de- 
livery before Christmas—even in this 
city, Mr. Mooney announced. There 
will be no city deliveries made on the 
afternoon of Christmas day. 


Mailing Dates Given. 


In order to insure delivery before 
Christmas all mail should be posted in 
Washington on the following dates, Mr. 
Mooney announced: Letters and pack- 
gaes going to California and the far 
West and Southwest, December 14; 
Illinois, Iowa and the middle West, 
December 15; Southern States, Ohio, 
Indiana and Kentucky, December 16; 
New England States, December 17; New 
York, New Jersey and Pennsylvania, 
December 18; Virginia, Maryland, West 
Virginia and North Carolina, Decem- 
ber 20, and the District of Columbia, 
December 21. 

Earlier distribution of Christmas sav- 
ing funds by local banks will assist 
materially in early shopping, Edward 
D. Shaw, secretary of the Merchants 
and Manufacturers association, pointed 
out. The universal custom of the 
banks in past years has been to dis- 
tribute the money about December 15. 
The merchants’ body has been taking 
an active part in the campaign this 
year for early Christmas shopping.

ALL CREEDS UNITE 
TO AID JEWISH DRIVE 


Admiral Benson Heads Com- 
_ mittee to Help Raise 
National Fund. 


Indorsing the American Christian 
fund for Jewish relief, being solicited 
in other cities in' sympathy with the 
National Jewish campaign for funds, a 
group of Catholic and Protestant 
leaders met yesterday in the New Wil- 
lard hotel and organized a committee 
to conduct a similar movement in 
Washington.

FUR NEW MEMBERS 
WILL GLUSE TODAY 


Estimated Total of 10,000 
Names Swells Association 
Rosters to 30,000. . 


MEETINGS TO AFFORD 
FINAL DRIVE FIGURES 


Two Additional Groups Form- 
ed and Others Pending, 
Chairman Stull Says. 


The drive of organized citizenship in 
Washington to swell its numbers will 
close officially today, successful not 
only in increasing its membership by 
an estimated 10,000, but in other ways. 

The total membership, it is esti- 
mated, was 20,000 when the present 
drive began. The campaign, therefore, 
will, increase this membership 50 per 
cent, bringing it to 30,000. 

According to Jesse C. Suter, chair- 
man of the general committee in 
charge of the drive, reports from 22 as- 
sociations out of 45 show approximate- 
ly 4,000 new members. However, he 
said, many of these reports are only 
partial. He declared he expected total 
returns to aggregate 10,000. 

These returns will not be available 
for some time, he said. The total prob- 
ably will not be compiled for several 
weeks, owing to the fact many of the 
associations will not know themselves 
how many new members they have un- 
til after meetings are held. 

Mr. Suter points out that in addition 
to obtaining new members, the drive 
has accomplished remarkable work in 
arousing lagging members from leth- 
argy and persuading them to pay their 
back dues. 


Encouraged by Results. 


The results, he said, are highly en- 
couraging, and the drive is a marked 
success. The fact that not so many 
members have been obtained as in 1919, 
when 20,000 were enlisted to the citi- 
zenship cause, is explained by condi- 
tions existing now that did not ex- 
ist then, he said. 

When the drive was begun in 1919, 
Mr. Suter explained, many of the com- 
munities were virgin territory for a 
citizenship campaign. The present 
drive in many cases followed upon 
drives of individual associations con- 
ducted this year. 

Mr. Suter emphasized the importance 
of the drive in stimulating the exist- 
ing membership to new life and effort. 
The associations have made a great 
stride forward, it was generally agreed 
by officials connected with the drive, 
as they have achieved a better cordi- 
nation of their forces. 

The drive has overleaped the terri- 
torial limits of the Washington asso- 
Cclations, and, according to Mr. Suter, 
it is no small benefit to Washington 
as a whole that the Arlington County 
Civic Federation and the Montgomery 
County Civic Federation are conduct- 
ing drives coincident with the local 
one. No reports on these drives have 
been received. 


Two New Associations. 


Harry N. Stull, chairman of the 
headquarters committee, pointed out 
that four new associations are likely 
to burgeon out of the campaign. Two 
new associations already have been 
created, the Devonshire Downs asso- 
ciation and the Hillcrest association. 
The former association, just beyond 
Cathedral Heights, has a charter mem- 
bership of 50, and the latter associa- 
tion, beyond the Anacostia river in 
the Southeast, a membership of 45. 

A movement is afoot, Dr. Stull said, 
to establish. a new Trinidad association. 
G. M. Koockogey is endeavoring to 
arouse interest in the community. Mr. 
Stull pointed out that a new associa- 
tion is likely to be formed in George- 
town. 

The campaign headquarters at 1336 
New York avenue will close today, and 
any further work will be conducted 
at Mr. Suter’s office. The official close 
of the drive, it was explained, does not 
mean that the several hundred work- 
ers necessarily will stop, or that ad- 
ditional memberships will not be wel- 
come. Many workers will continue the 
canvass for several weeks.
